$20 million in Gov. Rockefeller's 
record $2.4-billion budget. 
The GOP-controiled fiscal com­ 
mittees are try ing to trim 
that 
much from the Republican gover­ 
nor’s spending program for 1961 - 
62 before reporting it out for a 
vote, GOP sources said today . 
It is probable that any such re­ 
duction in the budget would bring 
on a wave of demands from law­ 
makers* that the money trimmed 
be used later for more state aid 
for 
elementary -secondary 
educa­ 
tion. 
To Ta lk Fisca l Affa irs 
Fiscal affairs were expected to 
be a chief topic at a meeting to­ 
day of the governor and legisla­ 
tive leaders. 
They also planned to discuss a 
timetable for dealing with other 
major 
issues 
before 
the 
19 61 
Legislature, which enters its final 
month Wednesday . 
The leaders have decided tenta­ 
tively on a March 24 adjournment 
date. It is possible the session will 
run into the following week, how­ 
ever. 
The budget, for the y ear begin­ 
ning April 1, will be reported from 
committee late this week or early 
next week. A final vote is expect­ 
ed by March 9.

THE PROBLEMS OF CHANGE 


Change for change >*ak e is a theory of the 
accelerated produ ction of goods. If styles, for in­ 
stance. did not change, a dress might last many 
years and thou sands oi persons wou ld be withou t 
work . If we ate the same food every day, even 
if we cou ld stand the monotony, it wou ld im­ 
poverish farmers, grocers, restau rant owners, etc 
On the other hand, change mu st be rational 
and when we move from one commodity to an­ 
other 
dislocating 
commu nities, 
impoverishing 
people, we need to k now what we aro doing. An 
excellent example of what the su bstitu tion of one 
produ ct for another means in the lives of people 
is the u se of imported residu al oil instead of coal. 
Practically all of the residu al oil comes to this 
cou ntry from Venezu ela and we arc allowing it 
to come in as a sort of good neighbor policy, ju st 
as the American people pay an ou tlandish price 
for coffee to please Brazil, Colombia and other 
coffee-growing cou ntries. 
Bu t 
the 
importation 
of 
residu al 
oil 
has 
brou ght su ch poverty to the people of the State 
of West Virginia that they are back in the u gli­ 
ness of the Depression. Several veal's ago. I called 
attention in this colu mn to the peril to the coal 
indu stry which was then dying and 1 was attack ed 
with u ndu e violence by those who said that the 
world cou ld never do withou t coal. Increasingly, 
the world has learned how 
to su bstitu te other 
produ cts tor coal, ju st as the day is not distant 
when atomic energy or some other device, per­ 
haps solar energy, will produ ce the light and heat 
and power that we requ ire. Bu t what will become 
of people? What will they do for a living? Will 
ou r society so change that we shall k now how to 
provide for a work less popu lation? 
Risidu al oil is a n . excellent example of the 
mischief that can be done to hu man beings. As 
Senator Robert C. Byrd said: 
“If one does not believe that the resu lts have 
been tragic, one has only to come to West Vir­ 
ginia to see the resu lts — to see thou sands of 
highly sk illed miners u nable to obtain work and 
to see their families existing on a diet that is u n­ 
believably meager.” 
Coal mine employment has dropped from 125- 
000 men in 1948 to less than 38.000 now . The rea­ 
son: coal is not u sed in 1961 as mu ch as it was 
u sed in 1948. 
Residu al oil is not advantageou s, except that 
it is cheaper. In a won!, as we become increasing­ 
ly inventive and increasingly smart in the han­ 
dling of n°w chemicals and new devices, shall we 
throw more arid more mert and women ou t of 
w ork 0 This was a qu estion that the Lu ddites 
ask ed in 1811-1816, when they sou ght to prevent 
the application of steam to machinery and loco­ 
motion. Their answer proved wrong. Machines 
made jobs. The more machinery, the greater the 
ou tpu t, the more jobs became available at higher 
wages and families lived on an increasingly high­ 
er standard of life. This was the moral advantage 
of the Indu strial Revolu tion. 
Have we reached the end of this constru ctive 
era? Or are we in a new era, a period of hu man 
history which we do not u nderstand and the con­ 
sequ ences of which we cannot foresee? No one 
can prophesy what will be style and fashion of 
another age. What, for instance, has happened to 
the gr e a t silk indu stry? Rayon, nylon, orlon and 
many other produ cts are u sed as su bstitu tes for 
variou s silk and women’s produ cts and even for 
fu rs. What becomes of the basic indu stry, silk ? 
The answer is that we need to recognize that 
technical changes will produ ce loss of work , tem- 
porarily, it is to be assu med. The fear is that the 
displacement of work ers may become permanent. 
That wou ld produ ce social conditions in this cou n­ 
try which may not only alter ou r economy bu t 
alter ou r form of government. 
Tims far. all these problems have been han­ 
dled piece-meal. There has been no over-all pol­ 
icy, no concept of the relationship of change to 
the social problems of this cou ntry. This mu ch 
one can say with certainty: the American people 
will never again permit the social conditions pro­ 
du ced by 10,000,000 u nemployed men and women. 
It does not m a tte r whetjher the President is a 
Repu blican or a Democrat; the protest against 
u nemployment will transcend politics. This is the 
most seriou s problem that faces ou r people.

The a rgument is a lo gica l o ne—but o nly 
within certa in limits. As we a ll kno w, tra de 
is a two -wa y street. Were we to limit o ur 
purcha ses strictly to do mestic pro ducers, 
cries o f a nguish wo uld a rise fro m America n 
industry tha t pro duces o v er 17 billio n do l­ 
la rs (19 5 9 figures) in go o ds fo r ex po rt. Fo r 
it is elementa ry tha t unless we buy a bro a d 
o ur ex po rt business co uld dry up. 
Ha v ing sa id a ll this it must be a dmitted 
tha t no o ne kno ws precisely wha t is a per­ 
fect ba la nce between ex po rt a nd impo rts. 
But certa inly a n o v er-a rdent “ Buy Amer­ 
ica n" ca mpa ign wo uld ha v e a n effect co m­ 
pa ra ble to a steep rise in o ur ta riff ra te. 
This might signa l to o ur friends a nd a l­ 
lies a retrea t to the co mpletely untena ble 
“ Fo rtress America " co ncept.

Body Transform s All Foods 


To Basic Bu ilding Block s’

W e’re certainly a nation of food faddists.. Not 
so long ago, red meat was in disfavor becau se it 
was alleged to raise blood pressu re and contrib­ 
u te to arterial hardening. Then mixed meals 
were opposed. We were told to eat ou r protein 
foods at one sitting and ou r starches at another. 
Next came a big honey boom becau se, u nlik e 
ou r table su gar, it was a "natu ral produ ct.” Soon, 
salt was replaced on ou r tables with su bstitu tes. 
And now, we’re to give u p bu tter, cream, bacon 
and eggs and replace them with synthetics. And 
not mu ch of those. 
Meanw hile the sale of “health foods” and vita- 
min-mineral 
su pplements 
goes 
on 
apace. 
It’s 
sou red milk s for "au to intoxication” ; wheat germ 
oil for fertility; and, 
most 
recently a mayon­ 
naise dressing that can also be ru bbed on the face 
to improve the complexion and remove wrink les! 
There is a t lea st o ne ba sic fa ct tha t gets no 
co nsidera tio n in a ll o f this meta bo lic ho cus-po cus. 
Tha t is the funda menta l o bserv a tio n tha t ea ch 
substa nce we ca t a nd digest ha s first to be 
bro ken do wn in o ur bo dies to wha t chemists ca ll 
the "building blo cks.” 
From those relatively simple “block s,” the 
many factories in these wonderfu l bodies of ou rs 
then constru ct the su bstances we requ ire. 
Ju st as pigs manu factu re bacon fat from swill, 
and cows produ ce milk from grain and hay, and 
stu rgeon yield caviar from whatever it is that 
that fish dine on, so do we 
constru ct whatever 
it is we particu larly need at the particu lar mo­ 
ment. 
And the wonder of it all is that what we 
manu factu re hears little resemblance to the raw 
produ cts that went originally into the hopper. 
We can <1 > ju st as well with sweet milk as with 
sou red milk at many times the price. 
Ju st as well with granu lated su gar as with 
honey at many times the cost. And ju st as well 
with a mixed meal of proteins and starches as 
with separate meals for each. 
Rarely do J get a letter telling of some per­ 
sistent complaint or illness, 
that fails to state 
that the ailment, of whatever natu re, continu es 
despite vitamin "shots” ami vitamin-mineral su p­ 
plementations. 
Yet, ex cept fo r sev ere v ita min a nd minera l 
deficiencies, ra rely 
enco untered 
in hea lthy per­ 
sons who co nsume the a v era ge 
Vmcriea n diet, 
there is no t a n illness, co mpla int o r a ilment tha t 
requires these supplementa tio ns o r tha t ca n he 
ex pected to impro v e a s a result o f o v er do sing 
with these a dmittedh impo rta nt a ccesso ries to 
the diet. 
If you ’ve been wasting you r money on faddist 
foods, how abou t mak ing a two-week trial of 
nothing bu t dietary staples? Bread and bu tter; 
bacon and eggs; cook ed cereal, 
tea or coffee 
with su gar and cream; meat, fish ot pou ltry with 
a bak ed spu d and a green and a yellow vegetable; 
apple pie with a hu nk of yellow cheese; a pared 
apple, a peeled orange and an overripe banana 
for an encore or between meals: and ju st plain 
cow’s milk or cocoa to wash it all down?

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — 
Entirely new relationships be­ 
tween federal and state govern­ 
ments may have to be work ed 
ou t if the Kennedy administra­ 
tion program is to be made 
effective. 
Labor Secretary Arthu r Gold­ 
berg made a start in this direc­ 
tion in his one day meeting here 
with state labor commissioners. 
Department of Labor experts 
spelled ou t the Kennedy pro­ 
grams on aiding depressed areas, 
increasing the minimu m wage, 
extending u nemployment insu r­ 
ance benefits and coverage. 
The 40 state labor officials 
were given a chance 
to ask 
qu estions and raise objections to 
prov sions >n 
It 
- c 
t- 
posals as they wou ld affect state 
legislation already in force in 
these three fields. 
GOLDBERG MAKES clear it 
is not his desire to "federal­ 
ize” 
all labor legislation and 
regu lation. He admits this can’t 
be done becau se the cou ntry is 
too big, too varied and too com­ 
plex. What he is after is better 
commu nication and better co­ 
ordination 
between 
state 
and 
federal 
governments 
on 
their 
mu tu al problems. 
Goldberg carries this one step 
fu rther with his proposal that 
state governments shou ld set u p 
their own advisory committees 
on 
labor-management 
policy. 
They wou ld match the 21-mom- 
ber grou p named by Kennedy 
to advance collective bargaining, 
raise living standards, increase 
produ ctivity. 
Labor is only one field, how­ 
ever, where greater co-operation 


between state and federal gov­ 
ernm ents can be u sefu l. 
It is essential in any federal 
aid to edu cation which Congress 
may approve, it is essential in 
social secu rity extension — par­ 
ticu larly in providing medical 
care of the aged. 
Co-operation is also essential 
for new hou sing and slu m clear- 
I ance programs, expedited high- 
! way constru ction, 
reclamation, 
post office bu ilding and other 
pu blic work s proposed by the 
Kennedy administration to give 
bu siness a shot in the arm. 
The 50 state, District of Co­ 
lu mbia, Pu erto Rico and the te r­ 
ritories 
each 
have 
different 
problems in each of these fields. 
The degree to which they can 
co-operate is a test of the Amer­ 
ican government as a federation 
of states. 
If it can’t be made to work 
effectively, the alternates are to 
have 
the 
federal 
government 
ru n everything or to have the 
fed ral government ru n nothing, 
with 
the states 
cu tting each 
other’s threats in u nrestrained 
competition. 


THIS IS NO NEW l ?. S. PROB 
LEM. It is as old as the Whisk ey 
Rebellion.

Their idea of a fair distribu tion of 
federal-state responsibility is ex­ 
emplified in the highway program. 
It is 95 per cent paid for by the 
federal government. 5 per cent by 
the states. This is one of the prin­ 
cipal reasons there has been so 
mu ch corru ption in it.

point of view on this in that they 
don’t wrant the federal government 
to get too powerfu l. 
Bu t when many state govern­ 
ments, as of today, can’t — or 
won’t — raise their own taxes to 
bu ild their own schools, pave their 
own highways, tak e care of their 
own u nemployed, aged or needy 
citizens, the only alternative is for 
the federal government to raise its 
taxes to do the job, or let the cou n­ 
try go to pot.

West Is Seen Sta nding Idle 
As Reds Wo rk to Wreck U.N.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27—The 
Western governments are so pre­ 
occu pied with what they want to 
get 
ou t of each other, diplo­ 
matically 
and 
otherwise, 
that 
they are missing a big oppor­ 
tu nity. They are giving Nik ita 
Khru shchev 
the 
stage 
as 
hi' 
sends letters and messages to 
sixty-six governments throu gh­ 
ou t the world in a deliberate ef­ 
fort to cither wreck the United 
Nations or to mak e it su bserv­ 
ient to his wishes. 
On the su rface, the Moscow 
government has made it appear 
that the Secretary General, Dag 
Hammarsk jold, is some sort of 
assassin who plotted or abetted 
the mu rder of Patrice Lu mu mba. 
Actu ally, 
the 
Kremlin 
isn’t 
very 
mu ch 
interested 
in 
Mr. 
Hammarsk jold as an individu al 
or as a fu nctionary. W hat is 
sou ght is a means of replacing 
him with three co-equ al mem­ 
bers of the Office of Secretary 
General—each wnth a veto pow­ 
er. One wou ld be a Commu nist. 
In this way, the Soviets want to 
be able to block the General As­ 
sembly in the same way that 
they have managed to fru strate 
the Secu rity Cou ncil. 
Pro pa ga nda Gets Thro ugh 
For several days now, Khru - 
schev 
has 
gotten 
considerable 
space in the press and over the 
air waves as he has blazed away 
at Mr. Hammarsk jold. Yet the 
Western governments seem 
to 
be indifferent to the fact that 
the Commu nist dictator is pene­ 
trating many parts of the world 
with his propaganda in his pose 
as defender of the freedom and 
independence of small nations. 
No cou nterattack seems to be 
in the offing. The Soviet govern­ 
ment is the biggest colonial pow­ 
er in the world today and wou ld 
not even let a U. N. mission of 
observation 
and 
inqu iry 
into 
Hu ngary in 1957 and 1958 to find 
ou t 
what 
happened when 
the 
people there tried to set u p their 
own government. Maybe Khru - 
schev sees in the resolu tions re­ 
cently adopted — and su pported 
by him—a means by which the 
U. N. some day will be passing 
resolu tions to send into Hu n­ 
gary or some of the other co­ 
lonial states in the Balk ans an 
international army to preserve 
order or to insu re free elections. 
Maybe he wants the veto power 
to prevent anything being done 
by the U. N. to protect Eastern 
Eu rope, thou gh he cries ou t for 
armed intervention in the Congo 
by the U. N. to su pport the Com­ 
mu nist-inspired regime which ho 
has 
recognized as the “legal” 
government. For the moment he 
is bent on getting control of the 
small African nations as he did 
the Balk an states.

Ou r Ul­ 
ster Cou nty Gazette of Jan. 4, 
1800 made the front page on this 
interesting little hometown pa­ 
per. 
At this time I have also re­ 
ceived exciting and preciou s m a­ 
terial from Mrs. Van Dyk e Bas- 
ten. 
One is for instance, the 
“First 
Annu al 
Report 
of 
the 
Kingston Board of Edu cation, to 
the inhabitants of the Kingston 
School 
District, 
Kingston, 
Ul­ 
ster Co., N. Y.” 
The date is 
1864. 
That was du ring the Civil 
War. 
It was printed by P. H ar­ 
low, No. 3 Wall Street, Kings­ 
ton, N. Y. 
Others are dated 
1866, 1867, 1877. 
Two others 
which are also rare, I am su re, 
are “Collections of the Ulster 
Historical Society” 
Volu me 1. 
P art 3, dated 1862 and 1860, 
Volu me 1, Part 2. 
Interest in the Board of Edu ­ 
cation and its expense mak es 
these beau tifu lly printed book s, 
with its lists of "total disbu rse­ 
ments, “list of text-book s u sed 
in Kingston schools, by au thor­ 
ity of the Board of Edu cation,” 
paid “for incidentals.” informa­ 
tive reading at this time. 
The 
book s are in small bu t clear 
print althou gh nearly a centu ry 
old. 
I will qu ote as mu ch as 
space allows. 
Some of th^ titles 
are: 
"Discipline, Su spensions; Non- 
Resident 
Pu pils; 
Text 
Book s; 
Mu sic, Libraries” and others. To 
me, 
every 
paragraph 
in 
this 
1864 report is a gem and is 
worth reading alou d today. 
The following was tau ght in 
1864, in the Primary, Grade 1 
in ou r schools. "Reading and 
spelling; first reader; 
elemen­ 
tary sou nds; pu nctu ation mark s; 
lessons in form, place, size and 
color; nu mbers, cou nty by threes 
and fou rs; write, read, add and 
su btract nu mbers of fou r fig­ 
u res; 
Roman characters com­ 
pleted; mu ltiply nu mbers from 1 
to 10; mental arithmetic; con­ 
versations, drawing and print­ 
ing." 
This is a part on selections of 
teachers, for primary classes: 
“It is the sacred du ty, w'hich 
those who have the selection of 
teachers for these classes can­ 
not 
safely 
neglect, 
to choose 
those who do not only mean 
well, bu t those who have pro­ 
fessional sk ill, and some ju st 
idea of the immense responsibil­ 
ity resting u pon one who as 
su mes the du ties of a prim ary 
teacher. . . . I do not exaggeiale 
when I say that very many of 


cou rse, of trying to wreck the

1. Government sp ending . This is 
both in the short-term area of

sp ending

2. Business sp ending . This can 
be in the immediate area of new 
orders linked with sales p romo­ 
tion 
and 
step p ed-up 
p roduction, 
or in the long er tenn area of 
sp ending 
for 
p lants 
and 
equip ­ 
ment. 
3. Increased consumer buy ing . 
Consumers often are the last to 
chang e 
their 
way s. 
Business 


usually has turned the comer and 
is well on the way up g rade ag ain 
before the consumer shakes off 
his caution and decides to sp end 
rather than save. 
This caution still rules, accord­ 
ing to a survey by the Federal 
Reserve 
Board. 
This 
indicates 
that fewer families now than a 
y ear ag o p lan to buy new houses 
or 
home 
ap p liances, 
althoug h 
slig htiy more ex p ect to buy new 
or used cars. 
But the survey was taken in 
January when uncertainty was at 
its p eak. Not only did most p eop le 
feel at a loss to assay business 
p rosp ects, but few had any clear 
notion what to ex p ect when the 
new 
administration 
took 
over 
from the old in Washing ton. 
A few p ositive sig ns that busi­ 
ness was looking up ag ain could 
chang e consumer attitudes quick­ 
ly . 
And 
p ersonal income totals 


are still hig h, if slig htly below 
their p eak, and total saving s on 
which to draw are at a record. 
In the area of business itself 
caution still rules actions but re­ 
viving confidence is showing at 
least in the talking and p lanning 
stag es. 
Some p rime p roducers are re­ 
p orting a slig ht up ward trend in 
new orders. This could be because 
stocks have been trimmed to the 
limit and it’s a question of order­ 
ing or 
stop 
p roducing . 
But 
it 
could be because sales p rosp ects 
look better and industry is g etting 
ready for more business in the 
sp ring .
